Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Attorney requested Examiner to explain how the prior art used in the 
previous office action teaches the claimed invention. Examiner pointed out that the limitation "method of detecting 
sequential data transfer requests" is taught in Col. 6, lines 14-16, the next limitation "determining whether a first data 
transfer request crosses a boundary address" is taught in Col. 6, lines 43-45. Applicant explained that the prior art 
teaches about requested data itself to be too large at a given address, but the current invention is about the number of 
requested addresses are too many, i.e. crosses boundary address.
